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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-7 and 10-12 are pending in this application and were examined on their 

merits. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 1 1/07/05 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 2-7 and 10-12 are rejected as being 
dependent on claim 1. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the Gram-positive group" in line 2 of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the Gram-negative group" in line 3 of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the color thereof in line 3 of the claim. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 6 is indefinite as the use of the term "using" in 
line 1 renders the claim unclear if the culture medium contains the chromogenic 
substrate. Replacement of "using" with "comprising" is suggested for purposes of 
clarity. Claim 7 is rejected as being dependent on Claim 6. 

Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. 
This claim is an omnibus type claim. It is unclear from the claim language of Claim 6 
whether the culture medium contains 1 or 2 enzyme substrates. Claim 7 is rejected as 
being dependent of Claim 6. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "a gelled medium" in lines 1 and 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The use of the phrase, "...characterized in that it 
consists in" is indefinite because it is unclear whether "it" refers to aminopeptidase 
activity or the method of detecting said activity. It is further indefinite because the term 
'consists in' is not clear; does this mean Consists of? 
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Replacement of the phrase with "comprising" is suggested for purposes of clarity. 
Claim 12 is rejected as being dependent of Claim 10. 

Claims 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The use of the term "it" in line 5 of the claim is 
indefinite because it is not clear exactly what is being left to incubate. Claim 12 is 
rejected as being dependent on Claim 10. 

Claims 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim 
language. This claim is an omnibus type claim. It is unclear from the claim language of 
Claim 10 whether one or two enzyme activities are being visualized. Claim 12 is 
rejected as being dependent on Claim 10. 

Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The use of the phrase, "...characterized in that it consists in" 
is indefinite because it is unclear whether "it" refers to bacteria or the method of 
differentiating bacteria.

It is further indefinite because the term 'consists in' is not clear; does this mean 'consists 
of?

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Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The use of the term "it" in line 6 of the claim is indefinite 
because it is not clear exactly what is being left to incubate. 

Claim 11 recites the limitation "the Gram-positive type" in line 2 of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "the Gram-negative type" in lines 2 and 3 of the 
claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 1 1 refers to the visualization of at least one color 
synonymous with a microorganism, however it is unclear whether the color is generated 
through some action on a chromogenic substrate or through identification of some 
endogenous color unique to a microorganism. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). 
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Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in 
Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad 
language is followed by "such as" and then narrow language. 

The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a question or 
doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely exemplary of 
the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of the 
claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74
